CHICAGO — According to latest 


re:urns today Governor Frank O. 
Lowden of Illinois won the republi- 
can presidential preference primary 
in his home state yesterday 
by a 


piuraliay of 64,574 on returns from 
all but .450 scattered precincts al- 
though Leonard Wood carried Cook 
county (Chicago) by 27,443. 


Senator Hiram Johnson of Cali- 


fornia whose name had to be writ- 
ten on the .ballot, surprised" politi- 
cal leaders'by running up a vote of 
•lo,l!>3 votes -including' ' '40^881 '•" -in 
Cook county. There were no demo- 
cratic candidates on the . ticket but 
a number of names were written in 
by a few hundred voters. 


Mayor William H. Thompson of 


Chicago, Republican National com- 
miUeeraen for Illinois, carried every 
ward except one for committeemen, 
thereby, gaining complete control of. 
the Cook county organization. 


Less than half the vote in the 


state -was cast, and only a sixth as 
many •women as men went to the 
polls. 'Feminine thrift added to the 
pluralities by which 'fcur bond is- 
sues for $34,000,000 for municipal 
improvements were defeated in Chi- 
cago. 
On the primary candidates 


the. proportion 
of women to men 


was about 
the 
same for the two 


leading candidates but on the bond 
issues the female 
percentage ran 


much higher on the negative vote. 


Surprised by Vote . 


The surprise of the primary 
ac- 


cording to supporters of both gov- 
ernor Lowden and 
General Wood 


was the large 
number 
of voters 


\vho wrote in the name of Senator 
Johnson who had made no speeches 
in Illinois and had no organization. 


The -woman vote down state for 


Johnson was not counted separate- 
ly.

April Report Shows That 


Hired'Hands Are 70 Per 


A new type, of one-man-street cars 


will be* introduced in Madison about 
the first of June. 


Dudley Montgomery, vice presi- 


dent of th'e Madison1 Railways com- 
pany; stated.today that it is now 
expected that eight new cars will 
be' ready for delivery, in Madison 
about June 1. The new type of cars 
will supplant the present 'one-man 
cars which 'are being.used in the 
city. There.'are.at present five one- 
man cars which, are being used here. 
. According to,Mr. Montgomery the 
new cars .will be a big improvement 
•over the cars now in use. The new 
cars will have a. larger entrance and 
will, have an iron rail so placed that 
people -will enter on one side of the 
rail arid leave on the other 
side. 


This will eliminate the-congestion at 
the entrance which has caused much

criticism, of the,.present'Cars. The

NEW chemical reagent, which 
has proved to be one' of tha 
most striking solvents discov- 


ered in recent years aird . contains 
possibilities of extensive ' industrial 
use, has recently been worked out 
in the -chemical laboratories of the 
University of Wisconsin. The dis- 
covery .was announced at the meet- 
ing of the American Chemical so- 
ciety now in session in St. Louis by 
Prof. Victor Lenher, .the Badger 
chemist who discovered, "-it.

as "selenium oxychloride," and it is 
made of a commercial by-product of 
which hundreds of tons go to.: waste. 
As a chemical reagent, this new 
substance possesses the property of 
acting as an excellent solvent 
foi 


some 'of the 
most • insoluble sub- 


stances. 
Molybdenum trioxide, for. 


example, can be readily _ separated 
from the 'oxide of tungsten, 'a sep- 
aration not otherwise easily effect- 
j 
ed. 
..The reagent is an excellent sol- 
vent for unsaturated organic, sub- 
stances. 
The unsaturated • hydro- 


carbons, 
such as .acetylene, ben- 


zene, toiuene, etc., aiabuivi.- itauiij 
in it, while the .paraffin hydrocar- 
bons, "such as gasolene, 
kerosene, 


and the so-called 
mineral waxes, 


valenie and paraffin, are unaffected. 
The vegetable oils are acted upon, 
many with violence, and linseed oil 
forms a thick, exceedingly muci- 
laginous arid rubber-like massJ 


The selenium from 
which the 


solvent is made, is a by-product in 
the electrolytic refining of copper— 
a substance for which there is now 
no market although 
hundreds of 


thousands of pounds of it are 
an- 


nually going tojwaste. 


A committee of the National Re- 


search council, of which Professor 
Lenher, of the University of Wis- 
consin chemistry department, is a 
member, has been -working for more 
than a year on the question of find- 
ing a market 
for the 
enormous 


amount of "this element now going 
to waste, but nothing 
remarkable 


has developed until this very recent 
discovery by Dr. Lenher. The meth- 
od of preparation of the new com- 
pound is simple, according to Dr. 
Lenher.

DEMEANING HIS OFFICE

wUST before the recent election the governor slipped away from 
J the capitol and went up to Marathon, a little town just out- 
side of Wansaiu, composed largely of people of German descent 
' and made an appeal for political support. 
He spoke to the 


"German-Americans" as he called themr 


Wc apprehend that the "German-Americans" who reside 


here are content to be just plain.Americans. During the war 


' these men were made to Buffer for the supposed sin of foreign 


descent. In this bad business the governor played a part both 
by acquiescence in the persecution of these people and also in 
promoting laws to terrorize and persecute them. 


It was Gov. Philipp who called a special session of the legis- 


lature in February, 1918 and recommended t'he passage of laws 
proposed by the National Security League, to deprive the people 
of their personal liberties and freedom guaranteed by the con- 
stitution. 
One such law was passed and signed by the gov- 


ernor. It was Gov. Ehitipp who sat mutely by while inoffensive 
citizens were dragged from their beds in the nighttime and as- 
saulted by unpatriotic ruffians. 
It was he who countenanced by 


his silence.tar and feather parties; it was he who failed to lif.t 
his hand when an old Scotch lady was drawn through a neigh- 
boring city in a lion cage to make a 'holiday. 


Now it is the governor who admits the denial of constitu- 


tional rights under his administration when he says: 
"The un- 


fortunate conditions that existed during the war will be wiped 
out soon and constitutional government will be restored to us." 
Think of a governor telling the citizens of Wisconsin that con- 
stitutional government will soon be restored to us! He who is 
sworn to uphold the constitutions, state and national, admitting 
that under his administration constitutional government has 
been denied to the people of his state and that a year and a half 
after war had in fact ceased it is not yet restored to us but soon 
will be; and then appealing for votes to these same people who 
have been denied their constitutional right. Not content with 
this exhibition of executive incompetence the governor reveals 
his sympathies with the interests' that promoted constitutional 
disregard during the war for'profit by telling his audience: 


"There'is much flippant talk about pTo6teers. There is an 


element of manufacturers who had government contracts during 
the war who are SAID to have received excessive profits." 


So the governor passes up the big profiteers as a mere 


rumor but he 'hits out boldly at the little fellow in these words: 
"The profiteer whom the people are now interested in, is the man 
who receives too much for his wares 'he sells the public." 


Not the manufacturer, not.the wholesaler, not the coal oper- 


ator, the packers, the paper trust, the sugar trust, the steel 
trust, not the monopolies and the combines which fix the prices 
but the small trader, and the retailer are to blame according 
to the governor. 


It is strange that the governor should be so obsessed with 


his place of power that he should think that he could put over 
this line of talk on an intelligent community. 


The result in Marathon county shows that the governor was 


misled rather than the people who heard 'him.
